RESOLUTION 

No. Q. 14011 /4/84-EPC(I).—The river Gc nga is the lifeline of 
million of people. It is closely interwoven with our culture and 
tradition, and the health and well-being of a large population 
are closely bound with its water quality. Yet, over the yerrs, the 
river has been indiscriminately polluted and misused. A com¬ 
prehensive survey of the Ganga Basin by the Central Board for 
Prevention and Control of Water Polution (CBPCW?) reveals 
that the river, despite its extraordinary resilience and recuperative 
capacity, is severely polluted at several places. 

2. Deforestation in the catchment areas lei ding to high silt 
loads, floods and reduced navigational possibilities, drainage 
of pesticides and fertilisers and industrial end municipal wesie 
are among other major arers of concern. It is necessary to 
take measure for preventing irreversible damage and restoring 
the water quality of thfc unique riverine system. While a 
holistic long-term programme covering all the aspects needs 
to be planned and implemented in phases, the pollution problem 
call for immediate action particularly because about 80% 
diseases are water borne. 

3. The main sources of pollution of the Gapga are trban 
and industri tl liquid wastes from 29 Class-I cities, 23 CJcss-II 

cities and about 48 other towns situated on its banks in UP, 
Bihar and West Bengal, The proposed Action plan envi¬ 
sages installation of sewage treatment units and ensuring 
their proper operation and maintenance. The basic facilities 
of sewage treatment will be coupled with production of energy, 
manure and provision for pisciculture, aigaculture and irri¬ 
gation through treated water. Besides conferring ctor omfc 
benefits through these measures, the Action Plan will lead to 
all round environmental improvement. 

4. Pollution control in the river involves many organi¬ 
sations like local bodies, industrial units, State and Centre] 
agencies and their field organisations. An appropriate mechanism 
is, therefore, necessary for coordinated action at various 
levels. The concerned State Governments would have to 
assume a major responsibility for the successful implementation 
of the programme. 

5. To oversee the implementation of the Action Plan* 
the Government of India do hereby set up a Central Ganga 
Authority (CGA). The objective of the CGA will be to im¬ 
prove the water quality cf the Ganga and its tributaries to 
acceptable standards through mobilisation cf the efforts of 
all agencies, such as State Governments* local bodies, voluntaiy 
agencies and other organisations interested in this ta<k The 
Authority will be under the chairmanship of the Prime Minister 
with the following membership :

6. The functions of the CGA shall be the following : 

(a) To lay down, promote and approve appropriate poli¬ 
cies and programmes (long and short term) to achieve 
the objectives; 

(b) To examine and approve the Action Plan; 

(c) To mobilise financial resources; 

(d) To review the progress of implementation and approve 
programme and give necessary directions to the Steering 
Committee; and 

(c) To take all such measures, as may be necessary, for 
achieving the objectives of the Authority. 

The CGA will meet at least once a year.

8. Subject to general or’Specific directions of the CGA, the 
Steerihg Committee shall perform the following functions : 

(a) To evolve or promote appropriate poliicles, prepare plan 
programmes and projects for improving water quality in 
the Ganga ; 

(b) Approve specific projects according to the Annual plan 
approved by the CGA; 

(c) Allocate funds available to various Agencies for Imple¬ 

menting the approved programme* and projects; 

(d) Sponsor water quality monitoring through concerned 
agencies; ^ 

(e) Sponsor studies relevant to the objectives of the 

Authority; 

(f) Oversee and monitor the implementation of various 

programmes/projects and give neceffJJiy directions 
to the imjflementing agencies ; and 

(g) Report to tho Board the progress Of the implementation 
of the Action plan and its directions. 

9. Cooperation of each of the States of UP, Bihar and West 
Bengal would be enlisted to ensure creation of all the necessary 
structures for formulation, expeditious implementation and 
management of projects within their States, for furtherance of 
the objectives of the CGA at the State level. 

10. ^The CGA and the Steering Committed will be serviced 
by the Department of Environment. 

11. The non-official members of the Steering Committee 
shall be entitled to travelling and daily allowance as per the 
Government of India rules.
